(a)  Hospital  Accommodation. •  Arrangements  for  cases  of  infectious 
disease  would  be  made  through  the  local  Bed  Bureau,  ■  This  would 
normally  mean  accommodation  at  Swandean,  Chichester,  Foredown 

or  Portsmouth,  but  for  Plague ,  Cholera  or  Yellow  Fever,  special 
arrangements  would  be  made, 

(b)  Surveillance  and  follow  up  of  contacts  would  be  carried  out  by 
the  Port -Health  Inspector  and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Heqlth. 

(c)  Cleansing  and  disinfection  of  ships,  persons,  clothing  and  other 
articles.  Arrangements  for  the  cleansing  and  disinfection  of 
persons,  clothing  and  other  articles  would  be  made  to  meet  the 
situation.

1.  Smallpox' cases  in  this  district  are  sent  to  the  Long  Reach  Smallpox 
Hospital,  Dartford,  Kent.

2.  Ambulance  facilities  for  smallpox  cases  are  available  at  the  Horsham 
Ambulance  Station,  under  the  control  of  the  County  Council.  Ambulance 
crews  are  vaccinated  every  year. 

3.  Dr .W.S. Parker ,  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for 'Brighton,  is  the  nearest 
smallpox  consultant, 

4.  Specimens  for  pathological  examinations  can  be  sent  to  the  Public  Health 
laboratory,  Brighton.
